Report Mexico 
Bans Vets 


Says Loyalists Unable 
to Leave Spain; Bar 
Fascist Rioting 


(Special te the Daily Worker) 
MEXICO CITY, Feb. 1.—Presi- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas yesterday 
told newspapermen that the Inter- 
national Brigade fighters scheduled 
to come to Mexico have been un- 
able to leave Spain. 

He denied permission for their 
arrival had been withdrawn because 
of fascist riots on San Juan Letran 
St., as has been alleged. 
There was another fascist riot 
Monday night when 50 hooligans 
stoned the Auto Transport Work- 
ers’ headquarters.

Some Elementary 


Facts 


® Secretary of Labor Perkins gave her 
views on Communism the other day in a 
speech at Washington. Miss Perkins, of 
course, is not a Communist herself, one can 
hardly expect her to subscribe to the plat- 
form of the Communist Party. But as a lead- 
ing citizen she ought to know a few elemen- 
tary facts about a recognized political party 
in the United States. 

When Miss Perkins talks of the Commu- 
nist program as being contrary to the Bill of 
Rights, we feel obliged to ask a few ques- 
tions: 

Do not the Communists fight everywhere 
for freedom of religious worship and freedom 
of speech? Can anyone deny that in Ger- 
many, for example, the Communists, along 
with other anti-fascists, are struggling he- 
roically and under the most difficult condi- 
tions for the rights of Catholics, Jews and 
Protestants? Who sacrifice their lives for 
the cause of democracy in Spain more fear- 
lessly than do the Communists? And can 
anyone deny that in this country, the Com- 
munist Party is fighting tirelessly against 
the Tory foes of democracy? 

It is just because the Communist Party 
never hesitates to take up the gauntlet 
against reaction, that it is a special object of 
hatred by the Dies Committee and all friends 
of fascism. 

The opinions of liberals like Miss Perkins 
should be based on how Communists actu- 
ally behave in life. No good can come from 
echoing the distortions carefully manufac- 
tured by the Tories. 


Gov. Lehman’s 
Budget Message 


lt is apparent that Gov. Lehman’s budget 
message, at least, takes cognizance of the 
social security needs of the people, as is evi- 
dent in the frenzied howls against it from the 
most reactionary sections of Wall Street. 
That is true despite the fact that the mes- 
sage fell considerably short of meeting the 
situation. Certainly, the Governor’s proposed 
increase in state aid to municipalities—cover- 
ing such as health, public works and educa- 
tion—while far too inadequate, were a step 
in the right direction. 

The most serious weakness of the mes- 
sage was its failure to provide adequately 
for relief, a need which is growing daily more 
acute. One can agree with Gov. Lehman that 
. . „ at this time, if the Federal share (of un- 
employment aid) should be lessened or if the 
WPA rolls should be reduced more rapidly 
than private industry can absorb those who 
are dropped,” the states and cities would 
1 have a greatly increased relief 
oad. 

Obviously, if increased starvation and suf- 
fering is to be prevented, the state—which 
has more taxing power and therefore more 
financial ability than the hamstrung cities— 
must assume its full share of relief. This 
should mean at least, that the state should 
take over the 60 per cent share for relief, 
which the cities pay, instead of the smaller 
40 per cent that the state now has. So holds 
the Workers Alliance, the Conference of 
Mayors, labor and progressives in general; 
and the bill of Osear Garcia Rivera, Harlem 
Labor Assemblyman, to that effect should 
get the widest support. 

But Gov. Lehman impliedly rejects this 
fair and urgently necessary assumption of 
the state’s responsibility; and even goes fur- 
ther and hints restrictions in the application 
of state aid to cities at a time, when expan- 
sion is the thing. The suggested appropria- 
tion on relief is actually a slight retreat 
(amounting to $500,000) from the last fiscal 
year, although the message recognizes that 
an additional appropriation may be necessary. 

The Tories—led by the fascist Hearst and 
the big realty scalpers—are yelling blue mur- 
der against the new realty and business tax 
proposals, but their cries of anguish are not 
for the little business man and the poor whom 
these taxes will affect. The extra wails are 
for taxes that will fall still heavier against 
the poor, and specifically for a sales tax which 
will reduce mass buying power.

One 
of the “facts” they produce and harp on is the report 
that a French air ministry representative was in a 
U. S. Army Douglas bomber when it crashed last week 
in Los Angeles. Now the President was correct when 
he charged the foes of his peace policy and defense 
measures as trafficking in “petty affairs” to the injury 
of American security. 

The world knows how Hitler used the Nazi air fleet 
as one of the chief weapons to blackmail the demo- 
cratic peoples; how the Clivedenites, the Lindberghs, 
the Bonnets, sought to use this “argument” of Hitler's 
air might as a reason for capitulation to the fascist 
war makers at Munich. 


Since provision of American planes to French de- 
mocracy puts greater obstacles in the path of Hitler 
and tends to smash the arguments of the Munich 
capitulators, British and French, certainly this move 
is of the greatest benefit to American security.

The Catholics 
Have a Stake 
In Liberty

wv. W. Brogan, a Catholic writing in a literary maga- 


zine, “The Fortnightly,” 


has this to say, among otner 


things, in an article on the last elections: 

“If there is a ‘nationalist,’ quasi-fascist reaction in 
America, American, Catholics will be among its first vic- 
tims, as the wiser of them realize. ‘The rashness’ with 
which this not very popular minority has sponsored in- 
tolerance; has swallowed Frank Hague in silence, and 
has smiled on a new fascism that could only flourish by 
becoming a new Ku Klux Klan has been one of the oddest 
features of modern America. Whether the fascist issue becomes lively 
or not depends on Europe as much as it does on America. If Herr Hitler 
and Signor Mussolini continue on their barbarous courses, the Amer- 
ican people will rally around the President, who can so skil'fully, 
(or so sincerely) strike the note of democratic faith and of national 


pri 


There is the thing in a nutshell. Every evidence points to the 
conclusion that the Catholic hierarchy has embarked on a political 
adventure in America which has the most sinister and dangerous impli- 


cations for all of us. 


Father Coughlin may well be called the spearhead of this tendency 
in the church. Though thousands of Oatholic voices have already been 
lifted against this union-busting, Roosevelt-hating, anti-Semitic agi- 
tator, whose expensive broadcasts and prodigious pamphieteering are 
paid out of obscure sources that still need investigation, it is significant 
that Catholic officialdom still tolerates him as a representative of the 


church. 


And only the other day occurred the strangest thing in the long 
history of the American Catholic church. The Bishop of Atlanta 
formally invited to services in the Cathedral no less a personage than 
Hiram Evans, head of the Ku Klux Klan. 

It was done with ‘sufficient publicity and fanfare, and was meant 
for nothing less than a public demonstration that the Catholic church 
of the South was reaching toward a political alliance with the Klan. 

An alliance for what? And against whom? The answer becomes a 
little clearer when one remembers the announcement made a few 
months ago by this same Evans, to the effect that the Klan was to be 
revived on a large scale, to fight against trade unions, Rooseveltism, 
and all progressive political movements in the South. 

The Klan was deed; now it is to be revived. Where will the funds 
come from? And here one finds sinister rumors circulating in the press 
that Hitler money has found its way South, as it has to so many other 


regions of America. 


Combine this with Wall Street money, turn the power of this 
combination on the unemployed, confused masses, and the plotters 
hope to stir up a great fascist brew in America. 


I repeat the words of Mr. Brogan: 


“Tg there is such a reaction in 


‘America, American Catholics will be among the first victims, as the 


wiser of them realize.” 


For mark you, such a fascist reaction may temporarily 


accept the 


aid of the Catholic hierarchy, as Hitler took money and ald from Jew- 
ish bankers before his rise to power. But once established, it would be 
forced by the logic of its own development to persecute the Catholics, 
as never before in their history of martyrdom. 

A fascist state would immediately abolish the parochial schools. 
It would remove all tax exemptions from the church, and confiscate 
much of its property. It would abolish all trade unions, and the Catholic 
masses are the bulwark of trade unionism in America. 

Yet before this can ever happen, the Catholic church will surely 
face a crisis within its own ranks. We are beginning to see signs of 
this. The cleric-fascists have maneuvered their church into the position 
where it has become, in American eyes, the chief enemy of Loyalist 
Spain, the principal spokesman of Mussolini and Franco in this country. 

The Catholic masses have been led along this course by a skilful 
and unscrupulous propaganda campaign that led them to believe that 
Spain is ruled by “Communists,” who burn churches and convents, 
and massacre priests, and that every American who supports Loyalist 


Spain is also a Communist. 


But the Catholic church is free in Loyalist Spain. And the Spanish 
masses are not Communists, but simple workers and peasants who 
often happen to be good Catholics, and who always are republicans whe 
would rather die than live under a Spanish Hitler. 

In America, too, there are not only Communists who support the 
People’s Spain, but millions of other Americans. The presidents of most 
of our principal universities have come out for Loyalist Spain. Are 
they all Communists? Hundreds of Protestant clergymen, including 
scores of Bishops and other higher officers, have done the same. Are 
they Communists for this stand? Hundreds of thousands of students, 


trade unionists, most of the writers. 


artists and scientists of America 


are for Loyalist Spain. Indeed, the Gallup poll indicated that some 
16 per cent of the American people are for Loyalist Spain and 40 per 
cent of the Cathclics. Are they Communists because of it?

organization in the dramatic field. 
These plays have also given added 
stimulus to organized groups and 
alded in establishing others.

League has made its/o — impor- 
tant contributions to the A norican 
theatre. 


Landmarks In 
The Theatre 


In addition to building labor 
groups the New Theatre League 
can take a great deal of credit for 
giving Broadway a much-needed 
impetus in the past five years of its 
activity. It is of great significance 
that everyone of the prize winning 
plays ever given professional Broad- 
way productions almost immediately 
after the awards were announced. 
“Waiting for Lefty” was a land- 
mark in the history of Broadway, in 
addition to scoring smashing suc- 
cess in other cities, and having to 
face rigid censorship in some. It 
can be truthfully said that “Wait- 


ing for Lefty” was the first labor 


play to achieve success on Broad- 
way, and definitely broke the taboo 
of producers against social drama. 
“Bury The Dead” appeared on 
Broadway only a short time after 
the script was published in the now 
extinct New Theatre Magazine, 
which at the time was the organ of 
the New Theatre League. With its 
timely and powerful anti-fascist 
message “Bury the Dead” still re- 
mains one of the’ most important 
Broadway plays in recent years. 
“The Cradle Wlil Rock” as pro- 
duced by the Mercury Theatre 
achieved immediate acclhim and is 
in a class by itself as a music- 
drama. The story of Mr. Mister and 
Steelton brought to the stage, in 
new and original terms, a labor and 
social drama of the highest order. 
And gave us a new and unique

Loyalty to the 
monarchy and the suppression of 
rebellion, what time Mary Stuart, 
a threat to the crown, lay in prison, 
was of vital interest to an Eliza- 
bethan audience. Hence the roster 
of the historical plays. 


Comic 
Interpretation 


The abiding interest for us, how- 
ever, is to be found only in a few 
of the characters, and, of course, 
in Falstaff particularily. Maurice 
Evans in a conventionally heavy 
and bearded make-up, plus a sur- 
prisingly rough disguise for his 
melodious voice, gives a richly comic 
interpretation of the part. There 
were no tricks that Mr. Evans over- 
looked, and an enthusiastic audi- 
ence rewarded the actor with well 
deserved laughter. Hotspur was 
given a bold, if not very imaginative, 
reading by Wesley Addy, who is 
obviously a developing actor, and 
Edmond O’Brien made a satisfac- 
tory, although not distinguished, 
Prince Hal.

The production was both color-
